D „ . u , languages they can speak but also the characters they 
and symbols. The icl version is a subset of this. can read. For a long time, it was nothing but dots and 
spots—as holes in cards, as holes in paper tape, or spots on magnetic tape or discs. 
Then pencil dashes on cards or paper. But always man (or woman to be precise) had 
to translate from our alphabet into the computer's. This translation was an extra step 
in the data processing work-flow. A step subject to human error—so it had to be 
re-done as a check. 


Now ICL computers can read our characters (numbers now, letters soon) in ECMA'B', 
the natural type face illustrated on this page. The Optical Character Reader on ICL's 
Universal Document Transport reads documents at 300 or 150 a minute according to 
size, not only passing the information on them to the computer but sorting them into 
up to 13 pockets if required.
